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Segregation Provokes 








I n February, in conjunction with Black His- 

tory Week, Mr. Bob Carlson and his Con- 
temporary Issues Club staged a mock racial 
segregation day. In homerooms, everyone 
who wished to participate picked their tags 
from abag, insuring that each person got a fair 
chance. In each form there were 20% Blue 
Tags, 10% Green Tags, and 70% Orange. The 
club members and most teachers monitored 
hallways, lunchrooms, and floors to make sure 
that only the right people went through the 
designated areas. 

The whole purpose was for the students to 
gain a new perspective and to increase 
awareness about the racially segregated way 
of life in South Africa. The Oranges, who repre- 
sented the lower class Blacks in South Africa, 
were shunned and ignored. Oranges were last 
in lines, had to sit in the back of classrooms or 
on the floors, had no association with blues or 
greens, and could only go through certain hall- 
ways and doors and use particular bathrooms. 

Of course the system was disliked at first, 
but throughout the day most everyone real- 
ized the significance of ‘playing the role’’ and 
gained from It.

Senator Shares His 


VIEWS 


CO: February 8, 1988, U.S. Senator 
Donald Riegle took time out from a 
busy schedule to speak to Upper School 
students. Senator Riegle attacked many 
main issues facing Congress today, such 
as the growing trade deficit and the in- 
creasing high school dropout rate.

L earning a foreign language can be hard, often tedious work. The tech- 
niques used by the teacher, and the teacher’s interest in the students’ 
progress are vital. At Country Day, we are fortunate to have an excellent Up- 
per School Foreign Language Department. To make a good thing even better, 
the school has hired several new teachers. One of them, Susan Gass, is helping 
to enrich the French program through many innovative techniques. 

Prior to her arrival at Country Day, Ms. Gass attended several different col- 
leges, including Swarthmore College in Philadelphia, Boston University, and the 
University of Michigan where she received her Masters Degree in French. She 
taught French in Baltimore, as well as teaching English in France. While in France, 
she lived in Strasbourg and Grenoble. 

At D.C.D.S, Ms. Gass’s classes include level 4 non-honors and levels 4,5, 
and 7 Honors. By introducing students to such topics as idiomatic expressions 
and colloquial French, she enhances their oral skills; by stimulating their desire 
to be understood, they can more easily express their thoughts and ideas in 
French. 

Many other special projects are “native’’ to Ms. Gass’s: a mock presiden- 
tial election, complete with ad campaigns, slogans, commercials, posters, de- 
bates, and press conferences in French. Performing skits, and filming commer- 
cials are part of her everyday class. Ms. Gass commented: “The students learn 
to use things they read and apply them,” while learning the French language. 

Ms. Gass also conducts the Upper School French Club. Meeting weekly, 
it focuses on French culture. An interesting mix of students with differing knowl- 
edge of French, the club allows them to learn from each other's experience. 
Projects such as baking bread, viewing French videos and movies, and playing 
“Win, Lose or Draw” in French are routine. 

Teaching high school French rather than college level appeals to Ms. Gass 
because of the flexibility of the curriculum and schedule. She can meet individ- 
ual students’ needs, and work on their special problems privately. In the future, 
Ms. Gass hopes to teach not only advanced classes, but also beginning French. 
“When you inherit other people’s students, you don’t know what they like and 
don’t like, or what they understand, or what they need to work on. But it’s differ- 
ent when you teach beginners, then you know exactly what it is they know: 
nothing. It’s exciting to teach students like that because you see them learning 
every day. And you know you were the one who helped them achieve all that 
they do.”

U/S Foreign Languages Explore the World o£ 





T he Upper School Foreign Language Department offered 
students an opportunity to enhance their sphere of 
knowledge by learning a foreign language. When learning a 
foreign language the students also learn about the nuances, 
culture and people of the language. This broadens the stu- 
dents knowledge of parts of the world. This department was 
led by Mr. Eugene J. Jurkiewicz, he tried to have the students 
achieve a high degree of oral and written history. This enabled 
the students to perform well on the various contests that the 
students were required to enter. The Foreign Language De- 
partment offered either French, Spanish, German, or Latin to 
its students. Three years of a foreign language are required in 
the Upper School to graduate.

his year the Middle School science depart- 

ment had a curriculum which consisted of 
general science courses which were taught in 
each of the grade levels. There was an eighth 
grade chemistry course offered to students who 
did exceptionally well in the seventh grade. Each 
class this year consisted of two units of life sci- 
ence, two units of physical science, and two units 
of earth science. Therefore, the students were 
exposed fo alll fields of science rather than just 
a specific area.

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M/S History Discovering a World o£ 





T he Middle School is a transitional stage between lower 
and upper school. It is a time for growing up and prepar- 
ing students for upper School life. When the students reach the 
Middle school, history becomes an essential part of their curric- 
ular and learning experiences. Middle School history replaces 
the general history courses with a more in depth study and 
analogy of cultures and specific time periods. The three years 
of history that are required in the Middle School are coordinat- 
ed by Mr. Maloney, the Head of the Middle School History De- 
partment. Mr. Dowd and Mr. Lopez joined Mr. Maloney in pre- 
senting their history course to the specific grade levels. 

Mr. Lopez taught the World Culture and Geography 
course, which the sixth graders were required to take. The sixth 
graders learned about the different cultures around the world, 
including the different homes and customs that exist in each 
culture. He also taught the geography of the world and the 
relationships between geography and peoples cultures. Mr. 
Lopez's students were required to complete two major pro- 
jects during the year. The first project that the students had 
to complete was they had to build a house that represented 
a specific culture. The students also had to adopt a different 
culture for a report. The students had to research the culture 
that they choose, then dress as a person of that culture might, 
and give a report to the class. 

Mr. Dowd taught the seventh graders a course on Euro- 
pean and early American history. His students had three major 
projects this year. The first project was an oral family history re- 
port. This required the seventh graders to go to their relatives 
and find out their family’s previous history. This report was sup- 
posed to show students the difference between oral and writ- 
ten history. The second was a history report on the city that 
each student lived in. The students were supposed to look up 
the history of the city they lived in and give areport to the class 
about it. Last, each seventh grader had to do a report on a 
famous woman.
